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JUST THE FACTS, PLEASE 


Watching a table-top demonstration, and watching actual 
cloud seeding operations, and reading reports on experiments in 
cloud seeding theory and fact prepared by the General Electric 
company, long ago convinced us that the seeding of clouds, un- 
der proper conditions, can bring beneficial results in the form of 
yt rain from a given storm than nature might naturally pro- 

uce. 

But we were more than somewhat skeptical about the fabu- 
lous figures presented after last week's storms by Dave Merrill, 
the cloud seeder under contract to the County of Tulare, and 
certain other over-enthusiastic statements concerning the increas- 
ed amounts of precipitation resulting from the seeding of clouds. 

Now we believe that Mr. Merrill is quite competent in the 
mechanics of cloud seeding; certainly he has a number of years 
of practical experience; of course we can't disprove his state- 
ments, but his method of evaluation is less than adequate, and 
for the man doing the seeding job to evaluate the results is not 
the most desirable method of securing information. 

There is a generally accepted method of evaluating cloud 
seeding — it's known as the Regression Method — a complicat- 
ed system based upon mathematical probability and historical 
weather relationships; results are determined over a season of 
cloud seeding, or several seasons, not usually on one storm. 

This method is recognized by the Federal government wea- 
ther advisory board, the California state board of water resourc- 
es, and by professional meteorologists. 

We are of the opinion that Tulare county supervisors should 
utilize this method-of evaluation; we are of the further opinion 
that they should hire a competent meteorologist to make the 
evaluation. 

And we. suggest that they refrain from such. bursts of en- 
thusiasm as hit the public print and air waves last week until such 
time as they are prepared to speak on a basis of authorative in- 
formation. ;

As for cost of the electrical in- 
stallation, Sanders states that in- 
cluding wires, sockets and globes, 
between $1,200 and $1,300 dol- 
lars has been spent for the 500 
protected trees. He adds, how- 
ever, that since the project is on 
an experimental basis, he has giv- 
en considerable time of his own 
in checking operation, and he says 
that if a permanent system of 
this kind was installed it would 
be necessary to lay the wiring dif- 
ferently, and cost would run con- 
siderably more — just how much 
more is difficult to estimate now, 
according to Sanders. 

Gauger states, however, that he 
does not plan a permanent instal- 
lation, but -will pull in the wire 
on rolls after the cold season is 
over, then put it out again next 
season. The lights themselves 
clamp into the wires, then hook 
onto a tree limb. 

Considerable interest in the 
new, experimental system, is be- 
ing shown not only by citrus grow- 
ers, but by the public generally. 
With lights from the grove visible 
for considerable distance, many

Glad bulbs should be 
planted now to bloom around 
Memorial Day and you could 
try snapdragons and stocks for 
the same purpose. If you're 
tired of planting the same thing 
each year there are newer 
plants such as rocket snap- 
dragons, butterfly glads, and 
glamorous hybrid amaryllis 
bulbs. New kinds of flowers 
from ‘seeds become available 
each year and there are sev- 
eral new this spring.

As always prepare the 
ground with humus of some 
sort, fertilize well, and don't 
shove too many plants in too 
small an area.

This means that money paid to 
the bureau for storage space will 
be credited against the irrigation 
benefits assessed to the flood con- 
trol project — nine and one-half 
per cent of the cost of the dam 
and reservoir. 

Tule river water rights holders 
had not shown much interest, pre- 
viously, in an interim contract be- 
sause of the no-credit aspect. 

A second new factor in nego- 
tiations for a water administra- 
tion agreement and a storage con- 
tract is that Tulare Lake basin 
interests, holding Tule river wa- 
ter rights, must also be included 
in the ultimate agreement, in ad- 
dition to the “big four’, the Van- 
dalia Irrigation district, the Por- 
terville Irrigation district, the 
Lower Tule Irrigation district, and 
the Pioneer Water company. 

A meeting of representatives of 
Tule river water rights holders 
was held Monday in Visalia, with 
a future meeting slated, to dis- 
cuss “Plan No. 6” for release of 
Tule river water after it is stored.
